Muscovites tell stories of fre­ 
quent holdups, robberies, burglaries 
and even murders. Most of the 
crimes are against late travelers 
in the streets. 
After the death of Nikolai Grat- 
sinaskny, Soviet historian, was re­ 
ported officially, there were rumors 
that he was killed by a robber band 
at his country villa near Moscow. 
Members of the band were caught, 
and probably executed.
